He said he would not mind 
the strain of the canvass. He thought he 
could endure this all right. What he dreaded was 
the four years wear and tear after he shall be 
elected. The idea that possibly this

should not be made on him after the campaign not 
appearing to have any place in his mind. He stated 
freely that he personally preferred that Gov. Cleve- 
land should receive the nomination at Chicago. He 
said he had made known this preference, | 
in a direction where it would do the 
most good, having sent word to 
his friends and to influential Democrats to that ef- 
feet. He discussed Senator Bayard andother can- 
didates. Bayard, he said, would not do for North- 
ern voters. His war record would be exceedingly 
damaging. Mr. Tilden talked deliberately in his 
customary low voice, but his grasp of the subject 
under discussion was that of a man of unimpaired 
mental power. Physically he appeared to disad- 
vantage. 
HIS HANDS TREMBLED,

In the face of this, how- 
ever, the physicians and chemists of this city held a 
meeting and declared the alarm senseless. The rate 
of mortality at present, they aver, is not to exceed 
that which is usual at periods of great heat. They 
express the belief that many deaths attributed to 
cholera are really due to other causes. The munic- 
ipal authorities have decided to foregothe custo- 
mary celebratien July 14. 

CHOLERA IN PARIS.
